Meanwhile, not content with dig­ 
ging away at the base of the cliffs, 
the engineers in their haste to open 
up the waterway have begun to tear 
away the tops of the hills with great 
jets of water under high pressure, 
sluicing the earth into the bed of the J 
canal, whence it is being swept up I 
by pneumatic dredges and pumps and I 
discharged into the ravines and val- 
*»ys so far away that it can never 
wash hack.
